DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: Claims 1-3, 5-14 and 16-20. 

The closest prior art of record, WO 01/94296 forms a third solution by 
forming nitric acid such that no hydroxylammonium is in the solution entering the 
hydroxyl ammonium synthesis reactor. The prior art does not disclose or 
suggest mixing a first acidic aqueous solution comprising hydroxylammonium 
and phosphate with a second acidic aqueous solution comprising nitric acid to 
form a third solution comprising hydroxylammonium, phosphate and nitric acid to 
be fed to a hydroxylammonium synthesis reactor, wherein the nitric acid is mixed 
such that the total acid concentration minus the phosphate concentration 
satisfies the equation as claimed, resulting in hydroxylammonium still in solution 
after mixing with nitric acid.
